A SABBATH IN GLASGOW. 


Glasgow is the great commercial city of 
of Scotland. It contains, including its sub- 
urbs about 400,000 inhabitants. The 


are broad, and the buildings are large and 
substantial. There are on every hand evi- 
dences of wealth and liberality. On the 
west and south are elegant parks, kept with 
scrupulous neatness. On the east stands 
the Necropolis, used as a cemetery. The 
central and most imposing monument is 
erected to the memory of John Knox. On 
the top of the monument is a statue of the 
“lion-hearted” reformer, holding in his 
right hand the Bible, whose truths he so 
fearlessly and successfully enforced. Near 
by is the Cathedral in which he once 


wished pulled down, hoping,.in his fiery 
zeal, thus to obliterate every vestige of 
Popery. If his counsels had prevailed, 
Glasgow would have lost its proudest and 
grandest specimen of artichecture. 

-- It is a city of churches ancient and mod- 
ern, their spires @nd towers are seen in ev- 
ery direction. When the bells strike the 
hour of service, Argyle, its great thorougb- 
fare, with its subjacent streets, swarms with 
men, women and children, hurrying to their 
place of worship. One Sabbath morning I 
found myself in this throng, and went out 
to the west end of the city, tothe Free- 
Church College, to hear Dr. Buchanan. 
He is in stature, little above the medium 
height, and compactly built. He has a 
large, full forehead. His hair is white. 
He read his sermon tolerably well. It was 
an exposition of tlie parable of the Sower 
—plain-and direct in statement. His anal- 
ysis of the first three classes of hearers 
mentioned in the parable, was thoroughly 
and masterly. The unity of his discourse 
He does not greatly move 
your emotions, but he instructs you.

The prayers were most simple and heart- 
felt, real pleadings with God, with an evi-

In one end of the church edifice there is 
a door in the outer wall; passing through 
it you stand in a stone pulpit, on the out-| 
side, facing the street. Here Dr. McCall 
has been accustomed to preach to the 
crowds of the city. The Catholic priest 
complained that he obstructed the street by 
this service, and the city authorities si- 
lenced this pulpit. It is, however, a by- 
street, little traveled by carriages, and the 
service incommoded no one but the priest- 
hood. The pulpit still remains, and will 
speak again at some future day. | 


This church is engaged in the “ territo- | 


rial” system of labor commenced here by 
Chalmers. This system was scouted, by 
many of his brethren, while he lived, as im- 
practicable, needing, it was said, his genius’ 
and power to make it effectual, But while 
his body moulders in the tomb, it is being 
successfully prosecuted in the city where 
he began it. He rests from his labors, but 
his works follow him.— Christian Times. -

For what should we pray? We should, 
in the first place, search the Book of God, 
to see what our Father bas promised us ;

After several glimpses of Greenwood 
gained from carriage windows, we set out 
the other day, to explore it more thoroughly 
on foot. An afternoon spent. in strolling 
from one scene of loveliness to another con- 
vinced us of the decided superiority of this 
cemetery to any other, whether abroad or 
in America, that we have yet visited. Its 
three grand features are picturesque variety 
of upland and valley, its enchanting bursts 
of water-view from so mA&ny points, and its 
vast growth of stately trees of the best: 
American varieties. To our grandchildren, 
Central Park will be a peerless spot, but to 
us, no skilful disposition of fairy bridges, or. 
of rich shrubberies, can atone for the Jack 
of such oaks as glorify Hyde Park, or such 
a. superb forest as crowns the many heights 
of Greenwood. Let the visitor but halt a 
gyooment on the hill that is covered by the 
Pierrepont family-tomb (an antique brown 
stone structure) and he will see an assem- 
blage of oaks worthy of Ohio or Wisconsin. 

The most bewitching spot to us in Green- 
wood is the vale of ‘‘ Dale Water.” It isa 
spot to dream about. Here, said we to our- 
selves, Washington Irving should have Jaid 
— here in this most Arcadian centre of his 
native city’s burial-place — here where | 
his grateful countrymen could have lin- | 
gereg@ around the ashes of their most 
illustrious man of letters. But alas! the 
most celebrated sons of New York do not 


of the Metropolis, lie elsewhere; so do 
Marcy and Alexander Hamilton and the 
Livingstons ; Silas Wright is buried among 
the hills of St. Lawrence, and Irving.at the 
entrance of his-own “Sleepy Hollow.” 
Some of these men were not natives of the 
Excelsior State, but their lives are identified 
with her growth and her glory. After sev- 
eral hours of exploration of Greenwood, 
we could not find on all of its tens of thou- 
sands of monuments, more than a dozen‘ 
names that are widely known even through- 
out our own country. Dr. Samuel L. Mit- 
chel, the chemist—his illustrious namesake 
the hero-astronomer who fell at Port Royal | 
—and Dr. Bethune are among the most 
celebrated of the occupants of this beautiful 
city of the dead. The present war is con- 
tributing its heroes ; and we observed that 
the workmen were already putting up a fine 
granite monument to the brave Lieut. Harry 
Hidden, who fell at Sangster’s Station in 
Virginia. He is represented in-bronze bas- 
relief on the pedestal ; the tomb is close by 
“ Crescent Water.” 7 
Among the myriad of monuments at 
Greenwood are several of rare. beauty ; 
several are sought out too for their éccen+ 
tric designs or inscriptions. The two most 


visited tombs are those of bluff Capt. Cor- | 


reja, who stands over his vault in cap and 
“ sou’ wester” with his quadrant in band,

Her monument is Parisian in its’ 
style, and lacks the simplicity that should 
belong to the burial place of “ sweet_seven- 
teen.”

he Paciric had its origin, in 1851, 
-among’ Presbyterians and Congregation- 
_ alists.. Such of these as still remain in this | 
State are now connected with the Synod of 
Alta California, or with the General Asso- 
ciation of California. On one basis or an- 
other, it was conducted, till a year ago, 
under the auspices of the New School Pres- 
byterians and the Congregationalists. 
In October, 1862, in compliance with the 
wishes of members of the Synod of Alta 
California, the Pactrre was plated in 
charge of a Board of Trustees, chosen by 
the Synod of the Pacific (Old School Pres- 


byterian), the Synod of Alta California 


(New School Presbyterian), and the Gen- 
eral Association of California (Congrega- 
tional). In October, 1863, the Synod of 
the Pacific voted not to appoint Trustees 
again, and declined further co-operation, in 
an official way ; agreeing, however, to pay 
one-third of any liabilities incurred during 
the year. The same week, the Synod of 
Alta California, after a lengthened discus- 
sion, and a partial action of a different sort, 
by a small majority, voted to offer to take 
the Pacrric entirely into its own charge, 
or to give it over entirely into the charge 
of the General Association. 

Having pondered the matter a good deal, 
and hesitated long, the Association, with 
much unanimity, voted to accept the pro- 
posal of the Synod, and to assume the 
charge of the Paper,—taking it with all its 
assets and liabilities. Contrary to their 
expectations and their wishes, the responsi- 
bility of the further publication of the Pa- 
ciric has thus come upon those whom the 
General Association represents. They 
have cheerfully taken it, with all it involves, 
for the sake of Christ and his Church. The 
Association has appointed a Board of Trus- 
tees, and a Corps of Editors, as indicated 
above. In the hands of these persons, the 
Paper will continue the ensuing year. It 
will be in nothing different from what it 
has been, except that it shall be made bet- 
ter, if that be possible. It has “ friends to 
reward’—and these are among all good 
péople. It has “enemies to punish”—but 
these are not among the Churches of Christ. 
It regards all those as its friends who love 
a true, a pure, a liberal, a loyal, Christianity » 
—and it will seek, as heretofore, to convert 
all others. 

With this brief statement, the Conductors 
ate constrained to permit this number to 
go forth.

The undersigned, appointed by your 
respective bodies, at your annual meeting 
held in October, 1862, to act as Trustees of 
the Paciric, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing Report concerning the affairs of 
that Periodical since the present Board 
assumed the management: . 

The Board organized—October 16, 1862. 
The Rev. Mr. Buchanan, requesting to be 
relieved from all further responsibility for, | 
and connection with, the Paciric, arrange- 
ments”"were made with Messrs. Towne & 
- Bacon for continuing its publication. Sev- 
ral clergymen in San Francisco and Oak- 
‘ Jand assumed the labors belonging to the 


editorial department. 
An investigation in regard to the finan- 


cial condition of the Paper, at this time, 
showed the following result: An existing 
debt.of long-standing, due to Messrs. Towne 
& Bacon, for labor and material, amounting 
to $500. A large amount due to the pa- 
trons of the Paper, on account of advance 
payment for advertising and supply of 
copies of the Paper. It was impossible to 
ascertain the extent of this indebtedness---but 
it was known to be large—and the results 
have-shown that it was greater than your 
Trustees anticipated. As these were the 
only sources of income to be depended upon 
with which to continue the regular issue of 
the Paper, it was peculiarly embarrassing 
to find that they had been anticipated, and 
that many months must elapse before there 
_ would be any considerable income from 
these sources. 


The Trustees hoped that reducing ex- 


penses in the editorial department—as the 
voluntary labors of the clergymen enabled 
them to do—and depending upon the efforts 
of the Pastors and Churches to extend its 
circulation in lieu of a traveling agent, we 
should be able to continue its publication, 
without running greatly in arrears, until 
such time as the legitimate income from 
subscribers and advertising patronage 
should be available. In these expectations 
we have been disappointed, as the following 
statement will show : 

The entire receipts, from October 1, 1862, 
to February 28, 1863—five months—were 
$1,249.89. The expenses of publication 
and mailing alone, during the same period, 
were $2,300: thus incurring a debt to 
Messrs. Towné & Bacon, in addition to the 
$500. with which we started, of about 
$1,200, in the short period of five months | 
—and this, notwithstanding that from about 


the middle-of December, the Trustees had | 


. secured the efficient services of Rev. S. V. 
Blakeslee as a traveling agent and associate 
editor. ‘Mr. Blakeslee was engaged up to 
the Ist of March, only about two months— 
embracing the most unfavorable season of 
the year—and yet of the $1,249 89, stated 
above as total receipts for five months, $441 
of it was the result of his efforts during the 
two months, and without which we should 
have received only the paltry sum of $808

STARTING STRAWBERRIES IN POTS. 
Strawberry*plants, if well rooted in pots 
in July or August, may be put out in beds 
any time before the ground freezes and pro- 
duce a fair crop: the following season ; the 
earlier they are put out, the better of course, 
as it gives a longer time for the plants to 
grow, and form ‘large crowns, which will 
throw out a number of fruit stalks the next 
One advantage of setting out 
plants rooted in pots is, that they rarely 
ever fail to grow, and consequently need 
not*to be replanted, which involves consid- 
erable time lost in the actual growth of the 
plant, besides the trouble of replanting, wa- 
tering, etc. Another object gained is, that 
they rapidly advance in growth, and are not 
put back by transplanting, which is always 
the case with those planted in the ordinary 
-. Way; mor are they so much affected by 
drouth. The greatest advantage is, that 
while those’ planted in the ordinary way | 
produce little fruit the next season, except 
under very favorable circumstances, those 
in pots yield a fair crop, and more than re- 
pay the extra labor in the greater amount 
of fruit. Mr. C. S. Pell, of the N. Y. Or- 
phan Asylum, starts strawberries in pots 
very successfully. .He takes three inch | { 
pots, fills them with good so#l, and places 
them in the strawberry bed—one under 
each joint on the runners—and small stones 
aré put on to hold them in place. 
earth in the pots is well watered and in 
about three weeks he has strong, well rooted 
plants, which may be turned out into the 
ground without checking the growth. 
the pots are sunk in the soil of the bed, the 
earth will not dry out so fast and less water 
will be required.

* CHOICE HONEY CROPS. 


The movable comb hive is peculiarly 
adapted for the purpose of collecting and 
securing, in its pure state and unmixed with 
other kinds, the honey yielded by any par- 
ticular species of tree or plant. For in- 
stance, where lindens, locusts, peach or other 
trees abound ; or where white clover, mus- 
tard, lavender, sage, or similar plants are 
largely cultivated; it is only necessary, 
when any of these are in blossom, to insert 
framés with empty combs in the hive and 
remove them when filled. If the honey is 
intended for immediate use, it-is not neces- 
sary to delay the removal till the cells are 
sealed over, and the contents can then be 
more readily drained out and the combs the 
more speedily re-inserted. But to secure 
thig object completely and secure the largest 
amount of the particular kind of honey de- 
sired, there should be no unsealed brood in 
the hive during this period, as it would de- 
mand @ large expenditure of time and at- 
tention on the part of the workers, and in- 
volve no inconsiderable consumption of 
honey. The queen should, therefore, be 
confined or removed fivé or six days prior 
to the intended operation; and released or 
restored after it is ended. The brooding 
chamber or proper dwelling place of the 
bees, should also be ‘amply stored with com- 
mon honey, so as to offer the workers no 
vacant spacés or empty cells ; because they 
would instinctly fill their immediate quar- 
ters with stores, before carrying luoney to 
the more remote parts of the hive. Hence, 
when any particular kind of pasturage 

- abounds, and the brooding apartment is yet 
partially empty, it will be serviceable to 
take out the frames with empty combs, and 
insert combs of ‘sealed hone 
constraining the bees to carry their daily 
gatherings to the combs designed to receive 

2. When the apiarian has. once thor- 
oughly established the movable comb sys- 

_ tem in bis apiary, he will almost always 
have on hand supplies of frames with sealed 
honey, and be prepared to effect the requisite 
arrangements. But if he is yet a new be- 
ginner, he should remember that full combs 
may be taken for this purpose, from such 
common hives as are not intended to be win- 
tered; or if he should subsequently con- 
clude to preserve them, .the honey. may be 
restored after it has served this temporary 
purpose.— Bee Journal.
